lam very familiar with these legal tac- 
tics that allow people with money to so 
greatly raise the risks of pursuing matters 
of principle that even someone who is will- 
ing to risk a great deal cannot seek a day 
in court. Effectively, this means that mon- 
ey wins. If one has enough money, one can 
do anything they want to our elections 
and other civil processes and buy not only 
the outcome, but also buy their way out of 
responsibility for their actions. 

I do not live in town, but the integrity 
of elections, including recalls, should be 
of concern to every citizen. Next time it 
could be in my community. It might even 
be perpetrated by the same people. Nor- 
mally, I would be very cautious about 
drawing conclusions on such matters, but 
the evidence that something is not right 
about what happened in the Syrett recall 
is quite objective and publicly available. 

If the conduct in the recall was just, 
let it be judged in court.

The official returns for the Ward 7 
recall election have been posted, and 71 
percent of registered voters in the ward 
did not cast a ballot. Claire Syrett was re- 
called by only 17 percent of eligible voters. 
Democracy only works when the 
electorate is actively engaged. If you ab- 
stain from voting, you are relinquishing 
the decision to a small group of voters. 
Special elections, like this recall, tend to

THE BACK YARD’S MENU IS FRESH AND BASED ON FAMILY RECIPES 


ustavo Diaz, who owns The Back Yard in 
Springfield, learned from an early age 
about the importance of freshly cooked 
tortillas. 

His family believed that the family 
should sit together and eat at the same 
time, Diaz says, and growing up he would 

be curious about the tortillas cooking on the comal, the 
griddle. 

“T developed that palate for tortillas,” he says. “Noth- 
ing compares when you grab the tortilla from the comal 
to your mouth. This great flavor and burning sensation 
goes into your mouth. And I never found that here in any 
restaurant.” 

Diaz, who is from Oaxaca but grew up in Oregon, opened 
his cart, The Back Yard, in June. The menu has street 
tacos, burritos and quesadillas, and the recipes feature 
freshly ground spices, marinades, meats and, of course, 
tortillas fresh off the comal. 

Starting his food cart, he says, was a way to not only 
showcase his passion for food and his culture but also a 
way to spend more time with his seven-month old daughter. 

When the food cart opened, The Back Yard was at 20th 
and Main in Springfield, but it recently moved to the park- 
ing lot of Swallowtail Spirits in downtown Springfield. It’s a 
move that happened because the owners of Rolled Dreams 
Ice Cream vouched for him to Swallowtail’s management,

he says. Rolled Dreams is a fellow Springfield food cart 
serving handcrafted ice cream. 

Diaz’s father-in-law passed down the family recipes 
that make up The Back Yard’s menu, Diaz says, and the 
recipes call for quality meats and spices. Every day, he 
grinds spices and makes fresh sauces to marinate meats. 
“It takes a lot of time to process, to serve a simple taco that 
Isell for $3.50,” he adds. “I don’t get much, but I think my 
joy is to have great feedback and make my guests happy.” 


comes straight off the spike, he says. It’s usually served 
on weekends, but with growing popularity, he plans to 
increase its availability. 

In the future, he says he’s hoping to expand his menu 
to include more varieties of meat, such as birria (a slow 
cooked beef roast in this case) and lengua (cow tongue). 
And he’s looking at showcasing local mushrooms and 
maybe even a type of rare fungi delicacy that grows in 
corn fields called cuitlacoche.

The marinated meats in the tacos — whether it’s the 
pollo, carne asada or adobado — are packed with so much 
flavor that any hot sauce or salsa would undermine the 
artistry. Yet it’s the made-to-order corn tortillas that 
rival the spices and marinated meat. There are other 
restaurants and carts that make their own corn tortillas, 
but The Back Yard’s tortillas are good enough to eat by 
themselves. 

One of The Back Yard’s more popular items is the al 
pastor, a fusion of marinated pork and pineapple. Like 
shawarma, al pastor is cooked ona spike, called a trompo. 
And whenever Diaz serves an al pastor taco, the meat 


But he says he’s not going to rush expansion yet, as 
he’s the cart’s only employee. And his menu, as it is, is 
impressing locals, he says. He thinks back to a woman 
who visited his cart to buy one taco. She came back the 
next day with figs. 

“T love figs,” he laughs. “For her to be touched in her 
heart and consider me someone to give a gift, that was 
really, really amazing experience for me.”

With no humans 
around, Vaux’s swifts would use hollow trees, but thanks to us, there are far 
fewer dead trees and far more chimneys. With the use of fireplaces as a main 
heating source on the decline, the chimney on the historic building was happily 
preserved when it was decommissioned. The Lane County Audubon Society 
has called for the formal adoption of the Agate Hall chimney as important 
bird habitat, and for the UO to maintain the chimney perpetually.

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Court Conduct 


LOCAL ATTORNEY ALLEGES STATE REP. MARTY 
WILDE IS VIOLATING JUDICIAL CONDUCT RULES, 
WILDE SAYS COMPLAINT IS POLITICALLY MOTIVATED

complaint filed by a Lane County attorney says state Rep. Marty 
Wilde, a Democrat, is violating the state’s judicial conduct rules as 
he campaigns for a Lane County Circuit judgeship. 

The complaint obtained by Eugene Weekly was filed by Eugene 
worker’s compensation attorney Chris Moore. It alleges that Wilde 
is violating Oregon Code of Judicial Conduct rules by serving as a 
Democratic Party leader during his campaign against Judge Beatrice 

Grace for a position on the Lane County Circuit Court. 

Wilde says the filing is politically motivated, as the Commission on Judicial Fitness 
and Disability won’t rule until after the election, and that he isn’t violating any rules. 

Moore filed the complaint on Sept. 28. The governor-appointed members of the 
commission meet six times a year to hear complaints and decide whether to take action 
if Oregon state judges and justices of the peace are found to have violated the state 
Constitution, according to the commission’s website. 

The filing alleges that Wilde violated Oregon Code of Judicial Conduct rules which 
state that a candidate shall not make promises that are inconsistent with ajudge’s impar- 
tiality and should not act as a leader or hold office in a partisan political organization. 

Moore submitted a photo of a Wilde campaign lawn sign that says, “Wilde for 
Oregon Democrat.” Moore writes, “The lawn sign is intended to promote the message 
that Representative Wilde is a Democrat, and is a leader or otherwise holds office in 
the Democratic Party.” He continues, “The lawn sign is intended to garner judicial 
electoral support from those voters who align themselves to support the Democratic 
political organization.” 

Wilde says that he’s being accused of being a pro-choice Democrat. He’s been 
endorsed by the Democratic Party of Lane County. He says that Grace couldn’t be 
considered for endorsement because she is registered in Oregon as a nonaffiliated voter. 

He says that judicial candidates aren’t prohibited from claiming party affiliation, 
whether one is a Democrat or Republican. Voters want to know where their judge stands 
politically, which is a tactic that has worked well for Republicans for decades, he adds, 
“and that’s how we got Roe v. Wade overturned.” 

Wilde says that he resigned from his position as an elected Democratic precinct 
committee person. According to the Democratic Party of Oregon, a PCP works on 
registering voters and elect local party officials. 

Wilde’s forward statements on political matters are included in the complaint. It 
includes a statement of support from his sister, Rose Wilde, who says in a campaign 
fundraising letter that he will “‘protect our rights’ from the ‘terrible decisions this year 
from the U.S. Supreme Court.” The letter adds that Wilde will protect LGBTQ parents 
in court and fight for people living in poverty and veterans. 

Wilde says it’s the court’s job to protect everyone’s rights. “Will I keep an eye out 
for them? Of course,” he adds. “But I’m not saying I’m going to violate the law.” 

The filing alleges that Wilde misused campaign money by transferring money he 
received during his two previous races for state representative, a partisan campaign. 
The filing says he transferred about $30,000 for his judicial campaign. 

Wilde says he isn’t the first candidate to use money from previous partisan campaigns 
for a judicial seat. He points to current associate Oregon Supreme Court Associate 
Justice Chris Garrett, who was former state representative and Democrat, and Clackamas 
County Judge Judge Ann Lininger, also a former state representative and Democrat. 

Commission on Judicial Fitness and Disability Executive Director Rachel Mortimer 
says that she cannot comment on complaints, and that the committee doesn’t impose 
discipline. But it can make disciplinary recommendations to the Oregon Supreme Court. 

Mortimer refers to two cases relevant to Wilde’s because they involve judges. One is 
a 2007 case where Marion County Circuit Court Judge Joseph Ochoa was suspended 
for 30 days without pay for belittling and admonishing defense counsel. And in 2016 
the Oregon Supreme Court dismissed an ethics complaint regarding Bend area circuit 
court judge Walter Randolph “Randy” Miller’s 2010 Voters’ Pamphlet statement 
where he listed a weeklong trial academy at Stanford University as part of his educa- 
tion background. 

Ifacomplaint is investigated, the commission’s possible recommendations include 
dismissal of charges and censure, suspension or removal of the judge. The commis- 
sion’s next meeting is Nov. 18, which is 10 days after the general election. m

of color, anti-LGBTQIA, anti-environment 
legacy lingers. Voting in this election in the 
wake of the Supreme Court’s rotten, anti- 
abortion Dobbs decision is one of many small steps we 
can take to reclaim the good things about our country, 
our state and our local government. The good folks don’t 
always win, but we don’t stay down for long. 

So, vote. Vote for good people who care about others, 
vote for people who care about bodily autonomy and 
health care and mental health; vote for those who want 
the unhoused to have homes and those who want people 
with less money and less access to power to have their 
lives improved. Vote like the good things in the world 
—the climate, the community, the ability to have control 
over your own uterus — are on the line.

Ron Wyden (D, I), incumbent 
Jo Rae Perkins (R), Dan Pulju (Pacific Green), Chris Henry 
(Progressive) 

You'd be hard pressed to find another senator dedi- 
cated to traveling throughout their home state like Sen. 
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Ron Wyden. And while on the road, he says he’s always 
available to speak with whoever he sees while shopping at 
his favorite store: Fred Meyer. And, policy-wise, it’s noth- 
ing but net for the basketball-loving Wyden. Among his 
accomplishments during his current term are expanding 
crisis response teams modeled after CAHOOTS through 
Medicaid and holding pharmaceutical companies that raise 
drug prices accountable through an anti-price gouging 
provision in the Inflation Reduction Act law. With another 
term, Wyden says he’ll find ways to create more housing, 
address wildfires and improve mental health resources. 
Whether he’s looking to improve the lives of residents in 
eastern Oregon hit by hailstorms or protect people trying 
to access reproductive services without having their 
data being used against them by anti-abortion zealots, 
Wyden says the best politics is doing your job. “And the 
best politics is doing policy,” he adds.

Val Hoyle (D, Working Families) 

Alek Skarlatos (R), Mike Beilstein (Progressive, Pacific 
Green), Levi Leatherberry (1, Libertarian), Jim Howard 
(Constitution) 

Rep. Peter DeFazio is a hard act to follow, and for years 
—long before the irascible yet kind of endearing congress- 
man decided to retire — there has been speculation 
over who could take his place. Current Bureau of Labor 
and Industries Commissioner Val Hoyle fits the bill. She 
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shares his scrappiness and ability to digest and discuss 
wonky topics without completely nerding out, and she’s 
also very much her own woman with a clear pro-worker, 
pro-small business, pro-health care platform. Her most 
well-known and well-funded opponent, Alek Skarlatos, is 
such a trainwreck he couldn’t get elected county commis- 
sioner in Douglas County. Still, in the current political 
atmosphere, we take nothing for granted. Hoyle advo- 
cates for abortion rights, Skarlatos, on the other hand, 
hits “like” on photos of underage girls in bikinis on social 
media. Vote Hoyle. 


U.S. Representative, 5th District 
Jamie McLeod-Skinner (D, I, WF) 
Lori Chavez-DeRemer (R) 

We have been following Jamie McLeod-Skinner’s 
political efforts for a while now. We liked her when we 
first encountered her in 2018 running against Republican 
Congressman Greg Walden for the 2nd District seat, and 
we like her now that the redistricting has put her into the 
5th District, where she unseated incumbent Democrat 
Kurt Schrader in the primary. She is pro-environment 
and pro-control over your own uterus. Her opponent Lori 
Chavez-DeRemer is campaigning on spurious attacks on 
Critical Race Theory and Trumpian calls of “America First.” 


Governor 

Tina Kotek (D, WF) 

Donice Noelle Smith (Constitution), Betsy Johnson (nonaf- 
filiated), Christine Drazan (R) 

Democratic Party nominee and former House Speaker 
Tina Kotek has the legislative experience to lead Oregon 
boldly and well. She knows Oregon’s issues, from home- 
lessness to wildfires, and has the plans — and the leader- 
ship skills — to address them. 
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But if she loses and Oregon has its first Republican 
governor in decades, it won’t be because GOP candi- 
date Christine Drazan is wildly popular. It’ll be because 
the Democratic Party voting bloc was split. Unaffiliated 
candidate Betsy Johnson (a former Democrat, sort of) 
could siphon off enough Dems to hand the governor’s 
seat to the Republican. 

Oregonians should rally behind Kotek. In four years, 
she can guide Oregon toa better place. In arecent conver- 
sation with EW, Kotek says that she’s not interested in 
being what she dubs a “super legislator,” working in the 
weeds of Oregon politics. She says she wants to be the 
state’s leader, bringing the state together, as she did 
with legislators when she was speaker of the House. And 
with Kotek’s leadership skills, we believe that she will do 
what she says and champion legislation that continues 
the state’s current action on the climate, as well as end 
homelessness for certain populations, such as veterans, 
folks over 55 years old, families with children and unac- 
companied young adults. 

Neither Johnson nor Drazan accepted an endorse- 
ment interview with EW; Johnson was too busy “doing 
editorial board interviews with objective news sources,” 
according to her communications director. Johnson, a 
former longtime state senator, has received huge sums 
from Oregon’s richest wheeler-dealers, including nearly 
$3 million from Phil Knight (who recently also gave $1 
million to Drazan). We feel better about the money Kotek 
is getting from unions, environmentalists and teachers. 

Johnson’s legislative history includes voting against 
a gradual minimum wage increase in 2016, against a 
step toward closing the wage gap for women and people 
of color in 2015 and against a sick leave and paid family 
leave bill in 2007. 

Johnson is a spoiler who is just helping Republican 
Drazan get elected. Drazan led walkouts during the 2020 
legislative sessions, a political temper tantrum that killed 
several important bills, including one that would have 
instituted a carbon tax to fight climate change. Yes, fellow 
left-leaning voters, the two-party system isn’t perfect, 
but votes for nonaffiliated Johnson could move Oregon 
backward several steps. And that would be ashame when 
Kotek has the experience and knowledge to get work done. 


Commissioner of the Bureau of Labor and Industries 
(nonpartisan) 
Christina Stephenson 
Cheri Helt 

Whoever sits in the position of Oregon’s Bureau of Labor 
and Industries commissioner has an opportunity to make 
significant changes for everyday working Oregonians. 
Christina Stephenson, a civil rights attorney in Portland, 
and former state Rep. Cheri Helt of Bend, are in a runoff 
for the seat whose responsibilities include protecting 
employment rights and establishing vocational education. 

Helt, a registered Republican, owns Zydeco Kitchen 
and Cocktails in Bend with her husband. She was elected 
state representative in 2018 but lost her re-election in 
the 2020 general election. Helt did not respond to EW’s 
request for an interview. Among Helt’s endorsements 
are 2022 gubernatorial candidates Betsy Johnson and 
Christine Drazan as well as 2018 Republican governor 
candidate Knute Buehler, none of whom impress us. 

Stephenson, whose civil rights expertise would by 
itself make her a strong candidate, has been endorsed 
by five past BOLI commissioners — including outgoing 
Commissioner Val Hoyle and Republican Jack Roberts. 
With that backing, we’re confident that Stephenson can 
foster a culture that holds employers accountable while 
investing in vocational training and making bureaucracy 
the last thing business owners need to worry about.

The race is between Michelle Emmons and Repub- 
lican Charlie Conrad of Dexter, who to his credit has 
distanced himself from the wacky MAGA and QAnon 
parts of the party. Conrad, a former Springfield police 
officer, was involved in a high priced $450,000 alleged 
police brutality case settlement against a Deaf man. He 
says if elected he wants to re-examine how recent laws, 
such as the Corporate Activity Tax that funds Oregon’s 
schools, affect the ag industry. 

Emmons of Oakridge is the Democratic Party and Inde- 
pendent Party of Oregon candidate. She says she wants 
to advocate for rural communities, too, and we like her 
plans to bring electric technologies to farmers, increase 
broadband access for rural emergency preparedness 
and education. Emmons has been endorsed by Cottage 
Grove Mayor Jeff Gowing, Lane County Commissioner 
Heather Buch and Sen. Jeff Merkley — just to name a 


few — and those are the sort of endorsements that show 
Emmons can be a true advocate for rural communities 
while in the Legislature.

STATE BALLOT MEASURES 

¢ Measure 111, YES. State must ensure affordable health 
care access, balanced against requirement to fund schools, 
other essential services. 

Measure 111 will “ensure that every resident of Oregon 
has access to cost-effective, clinically appropriate and 
affordable health care as a fundamental right.” According 
to the Oregon Voters’ Pamphlet, the measure’s financial 
impact “will depend on future legislative action to estab- 
lish additional health benefits and determine how they 
will be paid for.” We’re betting that giving all Oregonians 
access to affordable health care saves money in the end, 
and we know it’s the right thing to do. 


¢ Measure 112, YES. Removes language allowing slav- 
ery and involuntary servitude as punishment for crime. 

The disgusting institution of slavery has been abol- 
ished in the United States for more than 150 years, and 
the fact that in 2022 we still have language in our state 
Constitution allowing involuntary servitude as criminal 
punishment is bizarre and embarassing. The amendment 
would also add language allowing a court or probation or 
parole agency “to order a person convicted of a crime to 
engage in education, counseling, treatment, community 
service, or other alternatives to incarceration, as part of 
sentencing for the crime.” 


¢ Measure 113, YES. Legislators with 10 unexcused absences 
from floor sessions disqualified from holding next term 
of office. 

Having a majority in the Oregon Legislature doesn’t 
mean a party has control. Oregon requires a quorum of 
legislators, meaning a simple majority of the elected poli- 
ticians must be present to pass a vote. In the past, party 
members have walked out and not shown up. Coordi- 
nated Republican absences led the 2020 session to end 
with numerous unresolved issues. This measure means 
iflegislators don’t show up, they don’t get to run for their 
office the next time. 


¢ Measure 114, YES. Requires permit to acquire fire- 
arms; police maintain permit/firearm database; criminally 
prohibits certain ammunition magazines. 

Every time there’s amass shooting there’s hand wring- 
ing and prayers — and so much mourning. This measure 
prohibits magazines with more than 10 rounds and requires 
obtaining a permit to buy a firearm — entailing finger- 
prints, photo ID, a background check and safety training. 
It’s not taking away the right to have a gun; it’s making 
gun ownership safer and more accountable. 


Judge of the Circuit Court (nonpartisan) 
2nd District, Position 1 
Beatrice Grace, incumbent 
Marty Wilde 

It’s not very often we find ourselves endorsing in a race 
for ajudge’s seat. Both candidates have told us that they 
think it’s a good thing to have an actual election and we 
agree. After all, Lane County judges decide on criminal 
cases, custody disputes and more. You don’t think about 
who the judge is going to be until you find yourself in 
court. Beatrice Grace was appointed in August by Gov. 
Kate Brown when Judge Lauren Holland retired, and we 
have already heard praise from local attorneys. On our 
end, having a rural-dwelling single mom gives a needed 
perspective on the court. 
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Lane County Commissioner, West Lane, Position 1 
(nonpartisan) 

Dawn Lesley 

Ryan Ceniga 

A lot is on the line with this race for the Lane County 
Board of County Commissioners’ largely rural West Lane 
seat. Commissioner-elect David Loveall eked out a win over 
incumbent Joe Berney in May for the Springfield position, 
so the winner of the race to represent west Lane County 
could tip the board’s political ideology either to the left or 
the right, which will make a huge difference in how Lane 
County government operates over the next two years. And 
the board will likely weigh in on important decisions in the 
near future, which could include reproductive rights, natu- 
ral resource extraction projects and green investments. 

Retiring Commissioner Jay Bozievich hand-picked 
Ryan Cenigaas his successor. That’s like an anti-endorse- 
ment from where we sit. Ceniga tells EW that he wants to 
advocate for more timber extraction in the county and 
that he’s pro-life, except for certain conditions, such as 
rape and incest. 

Dawn Lesley previously ran for the seat — backin 2014, 
when she lost by a mere 74 votes. With her on the board, 
we could avoid having Lane County move backwards on 
previous actions. For example, Lane County commissioners 
rejected a yearslong debate over extracting gravel from 
TV Butte in Oakridge. The owners behind Old Hazeldell 
are seeking $15 million from the county in a lawsuit filed 
earlier this year. But with Ceniga on the board, it’s possible 
that we could see commissioners change their view on the 
mine and OK a quarry at TV Butte, as well as other natu- 
ral resource extraction projects, despite the concerns of 
the rural communities they affect. 

With the possibility of a Republican governor, county 


commissioners, who also serve as county public health 
leaders, could play a larger role in divvying out money to 
support reproductive rights and even contraceptives. If 
Lesley is elected, we know she will do everything she can to 
support those of us who have a uterus we'd like to protect. 

As climate change continues to warm our planet, Lesley 
would be the commissioner who maintains the Lane 
County’s investments in future technologies, something 
that will not only address the county’s greenhouse gas 
emissions but also stay ahead of the curve as economies 
throughout the world go green. Over the past four years, 
we’ve seen the commissioners move ahead on inventorying 
Lane County’s greenhouse gas emissions and coming up 
with plans to cut them. The next steps are finding ways to 
be on the forefront of green technology. Lesley, an envi- 
ronmental engineer, has the expertise and drive to make 
Lane County more sustainable while staying efficient. 

West Lane County residents have two very different 
candidates to vote for on county commission. Ceniga 
would bea part of'a majority to try and undo the progress 
we’ve seen Lane County take. Lesley will not only protect 
individual liberties if need be — such as reproductive 
rights — but also continue the county’s steps on being 
on the forefront of clean technologies. We’re on board 
with investing in our future.

From Mount 
Pisgah Arboretum and Howard Buford Recreation Area 
to the North Jetty near Florence, they provide wonder- 
ful places for weekend camping trips and less elaborate 
quick R&R. The thing is, they cost money to maintain 
and operate. Lane County Parks is seeking a $31 million 
five-year tax levy to provide money for everything from 
increased security from sheriff’s deputies to sprucing 
up water access and working on restrooms around the 
system. If passed, it would cost the average homeowner 
$40 ayear. That’s a perfectly reasonable amount of money 
for what we all get.

Sean VanGordon 

He’s unopposed, but so far we’re impressed at Sean 
VanGordon’s leadership and lack of divisiveness during 
divided times and wanted to say so. We give him our nod. 


¢ City of Springfield, Renews 5-Year Local Option Levy 
for Jail & Police Services, YES. 

We're not big fans of continuing the broken system 
of our policing and prisons, so we view this levy renewal 
with skepticism. And Springfield police’s mistreatment 
of Black Lives Matter protesters in 2020 — and the result- 
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ing lawsuit — is hardly a good use of public money, but if 
the folks in Springfield want to support this, we aren’t 
going to tell them not to, for one main reason: Springfield 
Mayor Sean VanGordon told The Register-Guard that 
without the money, the city would need to have a “‘seri- 
ous conversation with the community about priorities,” 
including extra programming like funding for CAHOOTS 
and a potential treatment court.”

What is this, the 2020s version of Reefer Madness? 
The state of Oregon has not made it legal for hippies 
to run naked through town high on ’shrooms. Research 
out of institutions including Johns Hopkins has shown 
regulated psilocybin therapy has helped reduce anxiety 
in some cancer patients, facilitated smoking cessation, 
helped with depression and more. Let’s not make it harder 
for rural patients to get valuable treatments. 
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The name is quirky. It offers the vision of brass play- 
ers gathered in a dusty field at the end of a long day at 
the ranch, playing the tunes they love. The Blugene 
Brass Quintet, though, does not wear blue jeans, and 
it is a sophisticated group that plays a wide variety of 
works arranged for brass ensembles. Its concert on 
Sunday, Oct. 16, has arrangements for classical music 
as well works by George Gershwin, Astor Piazzolla and 
Northwest composer Megan Vinther.

Black Magic 


INTO THE WOODS AT COTTAGE THEATRE IS DARK, FUNNY AND BEAUTIFUL

magine several of your favorite fairy tale characters 
springing into real life and setting out together 
ona series of elaborate quests. Imagine they are 
mired in the same petty frustrations along the 
way as real people. And then imagine doing it 
all to richly complex and satisfying contempo- 
rary music. 

That’s pretty much the recipe for the Stephen Sond- 
heim (music and lyrics) and Mark Lapine (book) 1987 
musical /nto the Woods, which opened Friday, Oct. 7, and 
runs through Oct. 23 at Cottage Theatre in Cottage Grove. 

Sondheim’s music — and that of Into the Woods in partic- 
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ular — has a reputation for being difficult to perform, so 
you wouldn't be alone in wondering whether a small-town 
community theater could pull it off. This is an excellent 
production from the moment the lights come up and the 
Narrator (D. Matthew Kelley) introduces us to Cinderella 
(Jaclyn Beck), who wishes to go to the festival; to Jack, of 
Jack and the Beanstalk, and to the Baker and his wife — 
all of whom are wishing for something. 

Jack, played charmingly by Audriahna Jones, wishes 
that his milkless milk cow and best friend, Milky White, 
portrayed by an endearing puppet run by Aislinn Mirsch, 
might produce milk again and not have to be sold at

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market. And the Baker (nailed by Kory Weimer) and the 
Baker’s Wife (Brittany Dreier) wish for nothing more than 
achild of their own. 

That’s when the Witch (Maya Burton) charges them all 
with a Joseph Campbell-style quest, one that can only be 
satisfied by going into the woods, where a series of wild 
adventures awaits as we meet Rapunzel, Prince Charm- 
ing and a host of other weird characters. 

Even more than three decades after it was first 
performed, Into the Woods has a bright, contemporary 
feel, growing in part from an occasional hip-hop energy 
that predates Hamilton and partly froma plot that’s elabo- 
rately woven from the familiar fabric of Grimm’s fairy tales. 

Mark VanBeever directs and conducts a production 
that depends heavily on the Broadway original, which 
you can see for free in a filmed version of the stage show 
online; Disney made a less compelling film adaptation 
with Mery] Streep in 2014. VanBeever also designed the 
set, which is simple but effective, and is credited as music 
engineer in the program. 

One significant difference between this production and 
the Broadway original actually required detailed negotia- 
tion with Music Theatre International, which owns and 
licenses the rights to the show. VanBeever sought — and 
received — permission to add an ensemble of half a dozen 
actors to the named cast members on stage. The main 
reasons given to MTI were that because of the possibility 
of COVID infection to the cast, Cottage Theatre wanted 
understudies for the 18 named parts to stay familiar with 
the show. An email from the theater to MTI also notes 
that including more performers onstage would add to 
its mission as a teaching theater. The final agreement 
allows the ensemble so long as its members do not take 
any lines from the named characters. 

Such complexities aside, the addition of the ensemble 
is very effective, amplifying some of the musical passages 
with extra voices, adding afew dance routines and smooth- 
ing out some of the set changes. 

This is a long show, running nearly three hours. Act I 
is almost a complete play in itself; a man sitting near me 
exclaimed, “You mean it’s not over?” when he realized 
the house lights had come up only for intermission. Act 
Il takes us deeper into the magical darkness of this fairy 
tale world, a land of giants and giant violence. Go see this 
show if you like to wake up in the morning still entranced 
and mystified by that play you saw last night. = 


Into the Woods runs through Oct. 23 at Cottage Theatre in Cottage 
Grove. Tickets and more info at Cottage Theatre.org. Sunday matinees 
are already sold out throughout the show’s run.

P’'m a 31-year-old cis man married to a 33-year-old non-binary partner, and our 
relationship has always been very vanilla. Over the past few years, I’ve discov- 
ered that I’m a kinky person, with a particular interest in both domination and 
submission. It took me a long time to summon the courage to bring this up with 
my spouse, as they have a cocktail of factors that could complicate play around 
power dynamics. This includes a history of trauma and sexual abuse, anxiety, 
body image and self-esteem issues, and residual religious guilt. In the past, even 
discussing sex and sexuality in the abstract has been fraught. But our first con- 
versation went surprisingly well. My spouse is cautiously open to exploring sub- 
mission, and they want to continue the conversation. | have real optimism that 
centering consent, boundaries, and communication in D/s play might actually 
make sex feel safer for them. And I hope that isn’t just dickful thinking. 

So, now I’m the dog that caught the car and I’m terrified of messing this up. 
What advice would you give to gently ease into D/s play from a vanilla relation- 
ship? Can you recommend any books or podcasts that approach this kink at a 
firmly JV level and center safety and consent? My spouse is a reader and an 
academic at heart, and that might be a way to explore the idea from within their 


comfort zone. 


— Don't Overwhelm My Spouse 


“Let me address the elephant in the room right away,” says Rena Martine. “Why on 
earth would a survivor of sexual trauma actually want to engage in D/S sex?” 

Martine is a sexual intimacy coach who has helped couples explore BDSM and oth- 
er forms of erotic power exchange. She’s also a former sex crimes prosecutor, which 
makes her particularly sensitive to issues faced by survivors of sexual assault and 


abuse. 


“When it comes to trauma, there’s a concept known as ‘restaging, 


Martine says, 


“which means the trauma survivor takes a situation where they felt powerless and 
‘restages’ it, so they’re actually in the director’s chair and choosing to give up some of 


that control.” 


While BDSM isn’t therapy, some people who have submissive desires and traumatic 
sexual histories find giving up control to a trusted partner empowering and low-key 
therapeutic. Instead of control being something an untrustworthy abuser took from 
them, control becomes a precious thing they loaned to someone they could trust. And 
when they handed it over, they knew it would be returned, either at a set time or imme- 
diately if the sub used their safe word. 

“Research by Dr. Justin Lehmiller tells us that victims of sex crimes are actually 
more likely than nonvictims to fantasize about almost all aspects of BDSM,” Martine 
adds. “Anyone who’s curious about the science of sexual fantasies should read his book, 
Tell Me What You Want. And Holly Richmond’s Rec/aiming Pleasure is a great starting 
point for any sexual assault survivor.” 

Before you attempt to engage in D/S play or even begin to discuss your fantasies 
in detail, Martine recommends thinking about the emotional needs that shape these 


fantasies. 


“What is it about domination and submission that appeals to each of them?” Mar- 
tine says. “What aspects of D/S play are they excited about? Having a conversation 
about the ‘why’ will ensure they can each approach this new dynamic from a place of 


compassion and safety.” 


Now, if you give thought to the “why,” DOMS, and your honest answer is, “Because 
it turns me on,” that’s good enough. And if your spouse’s honest answer is, “Because 
my partner is interested in this and I’m interested in exploring it,” that’s good enough. 
While some people into BDSM can point to one specific experience or something that 
shaped them more broadly (like a religious upbringing), you don’t need to justify your 
interest in D/s or BDSM by making a list of traumatic experiences. If this kind of play 
— this kind of theater for two — turns you both on, that’s a perfectly valid reason to 


explore D/s play. 


As for getting started, Martine had a really good suggestion. 


“My favorite newbie recommendation for easing into D/S play is using a sleep mask,” 
Martine says. “It’s innocuous, easy to remove, and gives each player a chance to prac- 


tice surrendering control by giving up one of their five senses.” 


Taking a baby step like that — playing with a simple blindfold and nothing else — is 
a great way to test the waters while you keep talking about other “junior varsity” kinks 
you and your spouse feel safe exploring together. 
“And for general D/S tips,” Martine says, “check out Lina Dune’s Ask A Sub podcast.”
